World’s Fair grounds has proved to be 
a more difficult task than the con- 
tractors imagined. After studying the 
huge whirler -from various points of 
view the decision was made that if it 
were lying on its side insteag of being 
supported in vertical position, the work 


of cutting rivets and separating. the steel 
framework would be easier. 

So the contractors set about. throw- 
ing the wheel on its side. They con- 
cluded this coulq be done by wrecking 
the pillars that support one end of the 
axle about which the wheel revolved, 
These pillars rest in huge blocks.of con- 
crete as hard as granite. 

It was decided to wreck these concrete 
foundations on the north side of the 
wheel so that it would tumble-in- that 
direction where there was plenty of 
room. Holes were drilled in the concrete 
and 46 sticks of dynamite were placed 
in position. They were connected by 
wire ang the wire was strung to a safe 
distance. 

The dynamite was exploded at 11:30 
a. m. Friday. The concrete foundations 
were shattered somewhat and bits of 
the rock were thrown 100 feet in-all di- 
rections. But the foundations were too 
soliq and the wheel remained as erect 
as it has always been and apparently 
it was as solid as ever. 

Workmen at once began drilling more 
holes in the concrete in preparation for 
further dynamiting. .t was said that the 
holes would be drilled deeper and that 
heavier charges of dynamite would be 
used when the next blast Is fired.

Judgment for Levy in Suit 
Against Burg, Divorce 
Case Participant, 








FATHER’S RAGE RELATED 





“T'll Kill You if I Hang,” 
Policeman Is Quoted 





as Saying. 


In the suit of 8S. M. Levy against 
Adolph Burg of 434 St. Louis avenue, 
to recover $250 on promissory notes, tried 
in Justice Spaulding’s court Friday, 
there were exciting developments bear- 
ing upon a recent divorce case. 

The evidence showed that Burg was a 
musician at the Jai Alai skating rink, 
and that there he met Mrs. Dr. Car- 
uthers, whose husband obtained a di- 


vorce some time ago, naming Burg in 
his suit. The principal evidence in the 


case consisted of letters written by Burg 
to Mrs. Caruthers, a daughter of Police 
Sergeant Finley, who recently left the 


city. 
Levy, who is said to have a brother 


who is proprietor of a saloon on. the 


Easton and Whittier street beat for- 
merly walked by Policeman Finley, tes- 
tified Friday that he had loaned Finley 
$425, that Finley had given him the note 
signed by Burg, and that he had then 
credited Finley with $225. He did not 
know the conditions on which the notes 
had been obtained from Burg. The Burg 
notes, he said, had been turned over to 
Lawyer Chester H. Kern. 

Burg, who has been married five 
years and has one child, testified that 
shortly before the Carruthers divorce 
suit was filed, Mrs. Carruthers and her 
mother, Mrs. baggy’ A ealled on him 
and told him that, ff he did not deny 
writing the letters to Mrs. Carruth- 
ers, his life would -not be worth a 
eent. After the divorce was obtained 
by Dr. Carruthers, witness said, he 
received a letter from Finley asking 
an appointment, and they met in the 
office of Lawyer Kern in the Third 
National Bank Building. 

Threat to Kill Quoted, 

At that meeting, Burg said, Finley 
told him that if he, Finley, had known 
that Burg intended to admit the au- 
thorship of the _ letters, Dr. Car- 
ruthers’ suit for divorce would never 
have been contested, and that the 
costs of that suit amounted to $250. 
Then, Burg testified, Finley said to 
him: 

‘You owe me your life. anyhow. You 
ought to cough up. If it was not for 
your wife and baby, 1 would blow your 
brains out.’ 

Burg said he admitted that he felt he 
ought to pay something towards defray- 
ing the costs of the divorce suit, but 
he wbjected to paying $28. At this, he 
said, Finley threw his hand back to his 
hip pocket, where Burg saw 4 pistol, 


saying: 
ore shoot daylight through you if ! 
hang for it!’’ 

At this, Burg said, he became fright- 
ened and signed the notes. Now, he 
said, he did not feel] that he was obliged 
to pay them, as he had told the truth 
in his testiznony in the Carruthers di- 
vorce suit. 

Lawyer Kern testified that Burg and 
Finley had met in his office, but said 
that he had heard nothing of their con- 
versation, as they were in an adjoining 
room. He was called in to receive the 
notes. which were turned over to him, 
he said, to keep the transaction be- 
tween Burg and Finley from being 
known. 

There were 12 notes for $20 each and 
one note for $10, made payable monthly. 
Kern said he had received a written 
order to turn the notes over to some 
other person, probably Levy, but had 
forgotten the name of this person. He 
was not able to produce the written or- 
der. 

A verdict for $225, 
was rendered. 


in favor of Levy,

companies. 

‘‘Later,”’ continued Bechtel, ‘I met 
him in a room in the Windsor, St. Paul, 
and again tried to dissuade him. He 
said: ‘There are two of us and we must 
have money.’ ”’ 

The next Sunday Bechtel called a spe- 
cial meeting of the National and Mu- 


tual directors. Z. H. Austin—one of the 
board — suggested that they give 
O'Shaughnessy marked bills and have 
him arrested for extortion. Bechtel drew 

this personal check for $2300 and Wal- 
lace Campbell drew one for the same 
amount. They cashed the checks and 
turned them into currency and marked 
the bills.

Joint Convention in Cleveland 
Will Arrange Details of 
the Trip.

COUNT SCRATCH 
BALLOTS FOR ALOE 


Election Commissioners Follow 


Decision of the Judges 
of Election. 


The Board of Election Commissioners, 
in secret session at the City Hall, Friday 
decided, it is said, that six ballots cast 
in the First Precinct of the Fourth 
Ward, on which the printed name of 
Collector Hagerinan appears, un- 
scratched, with that of Louis P. . Aloe, 
his Republican opponent, written under- 
neath, should be considered as cast for 
Aloe. 

This decision is the same as that made 
by the judges of the election, who 
counted these ballots for Aloe, and will, 
therefore, not effect the totals. 

An attorney interested in the contest 
proceedings said; in explaining the 
board’s action, that the six ballots im- 
properly scratched were considered reg- 
ular because their numbers agreed with 
the registration books and they were 
properly signed by the judges and 
clerks. The board, he said, merely list- 
ed the ballots as cast for Aloe in its re- 
port to the court which ordered the re- 
count. The court, after examination: of 
the board’s report and of the improperly 
scratched ballots, would finally decide 
whether they should be counted and for 
whom. 

Before the commissioners retired to 
deliberate, Benjamin Schnurmacher, 
Republican member of the board, said 
to a Post-Dispatch reporter: 

“The board will not pass on the ques- 
tion of fraudulent or illegal votes. This 
is a question.to be determined by the 
Circuit Court. 

“It will be merely our duty to certify 
such illegal ballots to the courts. 

“{ should say, without anticipating 
the action of the courts, that 
fraudulent ballots will be thrown out. 

“That is to say, gross fraud in a single 

ward or precinct will not vitiate all the 
ballots in that ward or precinct. For 
example, if we find 99 fraudulent votes

the legal vote will be counted irre- 
spective of the fraudulent ones. 

“It is true some grave errors have 
been found in the Fourth Ward. They 
may have been due partly to gross 
carelessness. | 

‘‘We shall make, for the benefit of the 
courts, exhibits in all cases where il- 
legal voting was done.”

WASHINGTON, May 11.—The Post- 
master in a Western-city wanted a new 
carpet for one of the rooms in the Fed- 
eral building in his town. 

He wrote to the Division of Supplies 
about it. ‘His letter was. returned with 
instructions to write another, telling the 
dimensions of the carpet required. 

He wrote again, giving the desired in- 
formation.

Will the 
pain of the present never teach the 
people the idiocy of the individualistic 
methods of owning the means of pro- 
duction and distribution. 

William ‘Vincent Byars should get a 
copy of Charles H. Vail's “Modern §So- 
Clalism’’ and read it through before try- 
ing to tell the relation of Modern Social- 
ism to private property. He displays ig- 
norance on the subject. Or the gentle- 
man might prooure a copy of the &t. 
Louis Mirror of March 29, 1906, where he 
will find a quotation from above book, 
under “Letters From the People.” A 
philosophy as broad and flexible as is 
Socialism cannot be called absolute. 

Ernest H. Crosby gives five objections 
to Socialism, or rather errors of the 
same. Socialism is largely based on the 
materialistic conception of history, and 
on the many times proven truth that the 
prevailing mode of economic production 
and exchange form the basis upon 
which is built up the political, intellec- 
tual and social history. How, then, can 
Socialism ‘‘distrust’’ natural laws? 

2. Material environment may include 
all the idealism we can give it, being 
only limited by knowledge and -desire to 
shape environment. 

3. No intelligent Socialist pretends to 
predict the future except on great gen- 
eral principles and through natural laws. 
Its infinite flexibility will find a solu- 
tion of every and any national, problem 
when the nation reaches it. 

4. All struggle for justice is in a sense 
a class struggle. Different ideas are 
what form classes, and differences al- 
ways admit of either justice or injus- 
tice. Merely on the ground then of dif- 
ference in opinion from the capitalist 
class, Socialism is truly a class strug- 
gle. The fifth error seems hardly wor- 
thy of notice, that Socialism excludes 
liberty. The world is certainly growing 
in knowledge and wisdom, and we will 
say in goodness. Now, having these 
three, no philosophy or government can 
chain the people, but if adopted will 
simply serve to direct these great forces.

CONCORDIA FORBIDS 
PROFESSIONAL BALL 


Students of the Lutheran Semi- 
nary Not Allowed to Play in 
Trolley League. 


The faculty of Concordia Séminary 
has issuéq instructions to those of its 
students who have been playing profes- 
sional baseball that a continuation of 
the practice will result in their expulsion 
from the seminary. In consequence & 
number of the players called on Presi- 
dent John J. O’Connor of the Western 
Amateur Athletic Union Thursday and 
applied for reinstatement in the A. A. 
U., saying that they wanted to engage 
in a game of baseball with St. Louis 
University, an institution which will not 
allow competition against any member 
who is not recognized as an amateur. 

The action of the Concordia faculty 
is the direet result of the Washington- 
Concordia gaine of last Saturday, in 
which the Clerics shout out the Myrtie 
and Maroon, 9 to 0. Considerable com- 
ment was created at the time that 
Washington would play against _profes- 
sional players of the Trolley League, 
like Schuetz, Eggers and Kliindwirth of 
Concordia, after refusing to play St. 
Louts University, with Lonnie tzpor- 
ter in the line-up, and some of this ad- 
verse criticism of Washington's action 
reached the ears of the members of Con- 
cordia's faculty, with the result that the 
ban was placed on any of the institu- 
tion’s students playing professional ball. 

Eggers, Schuetg and Klindwirth en- 
gaged in professional contests of the 
Trolley League simply for the purpose 
of earning money to aid them in paying 
their college expenses. 

President O'Connor says that the play- 
ers Will be reinstated if they assure him 
that there will be no further dereliction 
fromm the straight and narrow path of 
the amateur. 

The loss of Schuetz and Eggers will 
weaken the Ben Miller team of the 
Trolley League and may cause its with- 
drawal from the league, as it will be a 
difficult matter to replace these two 
stars.
